Rail Line Abandonment 

Although 331 miles of railway branch lines in 
Alberta have been left open for possible abandonment 
under the government’s new railway legislation, none 
of the lines listed are in the County of Vulcan. 

Wheat shipments alone in this area probably 
keep the revenue per mile of line well above the 
accepted minimum. 

The branch lines open for abandonment must 
still pass through two stages of investigation before 
they are abandoned. Even if they can be proved to 
be uneconomic a public hearing must first be held 
to decide whether the lines should be retained in the 
public interest and the railways compensated to keep 
them open. 

A total of 1,800 miles of branch lines on the 
prairies have been left unprotected under the govern¬ 
ment’s new railway legislation. In Southern Alberta, 
lines faced with possible abandonment are the CPR 
line from Cardston to Raley and down to Whiskey 
Gap, the CPR line from Cardston to Glenwood, the 
lines from Hays to Suffield and Cassils to Scandia. 
the lines from East Coulee to Rosemary and Irricana 
to Hamlet and the CNR line from Scapa to Spondin. 
northeast of Drumheller.

The entire County of Vulcan plus the area west 
of the fifth meridian is no longer part of Macleod 
federal constituency, which has now ceased to exist. 
Along with parts of the constituencies of Bow River, 
Medicine Hat and Acadia we now form part of the 
new riding of Crowfoot, which has a population 
of 59,100. 

The new riding stretches from the foothills of 
the Rockies east right across the province to the 
Saskatchewan boundary. Acadia riding was also 
'Wiped out in the redistribution, so we are at the 
moment represented by two Members of Parliament: 
Dr. L. E. Kindt of Nanton (Macleod) and Jack Hor¬ 
ner of Pollockville (Acadia). 

We think the riding is too large; after the next 
election the member for Crowfoot had better hire 
an airplane if he wants to visit every part of his 
constituency, although his task will not be as tough 
as that facing the member for the new Rocky Moun¬ 
tain riding which takes in the mountain and foothills 
country from the south of the province to the north. 

But the new federal constituency boundaries are 
set and are not going to be changed. We might just 
as well get used to the idea and hope that one mem¬ 
ber can do a good job of representing the people in 
an area that stretches from Claresholm in the south 
to Coronation in the north and from High River near 
the western boundary all the way east to Empress. 
That's a lot of country!

PROVINCIAL GUIDANCE 
CLINICS 

To date fiive regular Guidance 
Clinic centres have been establish¬ 
ed in Edmonton, Calgary, Red 
Deer, Ponoka and Lethbridge, to 
provide preventive service in men¬ 
tal health for all Albertans. The 
preventive service of these Clinics 
consists primarily of: 

a) early detection of emotional 
and behavorial maladjustments in 
children. 

b) advising and assisting of 
parents, teachers and other persons 
interested in community welfare, 
in the handling of these problems. 

The Provincial Guidance Clinics 
are under the general direction of 
the Director of the Division of 
Mental Health. Each individual 
Clinic Is under the immediate 
supervision of a psychiatrist with 
a staff of additional psychiatrists 
psychologists and psychiatric social 
workers. Professional personnel is 
sought for these Clinics as authori¬ 
ties in the field of mental health 
agreed that many mental break¬ 
downs, maladjustments and be¬ 
havior problems in children can 
be prevented, if these children are 


seen early by those persons com¬ 
petent to deal with this problem. 

Guidance Clinic services are 
available to persons seeking advice 
in any of the following areas: (at 
suspected mental retardation: (b) 
social or mental maladjustment; 
(c) emotional disorder; (d) milder 
forms of mental disorders; (e) 
milder forms of epilepsy or or¬ 
ganic diseases; (f) milder forms of 
disorders of the nervous system. 

Referrals are made to the Clinic 
nearest the client's place of resi¬ 
dents by family physicians, visit¬ 
ing teachers or principals, or in¬ 
dividual families. Anyone wishing 
further information regarding Al¬ 
berta’s Provincial Guidance Clinics 
please contact me and I will be 
happy to assist you.

FARM MANAGEMENT IN 
VULCAN COUNTY 
The other day a local farmer 
asked me why we didn’t have a 
Farm Management service like 
Manitoba’s. He had just read a 
well illustrated article in a farm 
magazine which outlined all the 
wonderful things farm manage¬ 
ment was doing for farmers in 
Manitoba. 

I had read this article and noted 
(hat there was very little being 
offered in their program which 
hadn’t been carried on here for 
some time. There are very few 
farm management programs as well 
organized and useful as the ones 
in Alberta. 

The Alberta Department offers

The president of the Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta, following a 
meeting in Winnipeg with Agri¬ 
culture Minister Greene and the 
Board of Grain Commissioners, 
said his position on the 36.6% in¬ 
crease in grain handling charges 
authorized recently by the board 
remains unchanged, despite at¬ 
tempts by the commissioners to 
justify the increase. 

“We have no assurance that 
grain handling organizations are 
operating at top efficiency,” said 
Paul Babey “or that proposed in¬ 
creases will be used to upgrade 
country elevator systems.” 

“The Honorable Minister Greene 
showed much concern over this 
whole matter, particularly over 
the fact that the Board of Grain 
Commissioners did not have ac-
